OYSTE BAY, L. I., Aug. 5.—The representatives of Japan and Russia who 
have come to this country to enter into conferences looking to the negotiation 
of a peace treaty, were formally introduced to each other today by President 
Roosevelt on board the Mayflower. 

When both peace commissioners had been received and formally presented 
to each other they were entertained at luncheon on tae Mayflower. At 
luncheon the President proposed the following toast: 

‘Gentlemen, | propose a toast to which there. will be no answer and 
whch I ask you to drink in silence, standing. I drink to the welfare and p 
perity of the sovereigns and peoples of the two great nations whose representa- 
tives have met one another on this saip. It is my most earnest hope and 
prayer in the interest of not only these two great powers, but of all mankind, 
that a just «nd lasting peace may speedily be coneluded between them.” 

President, Roosevelt went from the pier to the Mayflower in a launch and 
was escorted by Rear-Admiral Coghlan and Commander Winslow of the May- 
flower.

Joseph Hunt, watchman at 
the intake tower of the St. Louls 
Waterworks, located at the Chain of 
Rocks, reported by officials of the 
Water Department. 

A houseboat, coming down the river 
Friday night, ran into the tower, which 
Stands near the middie of the river at 
the point of the ledge of stone which 
gives the place its name. The house- 
boat capsized and the family, man and 
wife and five children, were thrown into 
the water. 

Waichman Hunt went to the rescue 
in a skiff, which is his only communi- 
cation with the shore, and pulled the 
seven persons into his boat. The boat, 
too heavily laden with the eight passen- 
gers, could not be pulled back to the 
tower from the point below where it 
had been drawn by the current, and he 
pulled out for the watch tower of the 
Granite City waterworks on Gabaret 
laland, 


Long Struggle to Island. 

It was a long, hard struggle to reach 
the Gabaret Island tower. which is 
little farther downstream than that at 
the Chain of Rocks. Hunt landed his 
passengers safely, however, with the 
fasistance of the Granite City watch- 
man. 

From this tower they were then taken 
to Granite City. Hunt had nothing to 
say concerning his remarkable rescue 
Saturday. He merely told a fellow em- 
ploye that he had pulled the seven mem- 
bers of the houseboat family from the 
water and that he had had desperately 
hard work to get them into his skiff 
without capsizing it. He made no re- 
port of the occurrence to the Superin- 
tendent of the Waterworks. 

liunt’s residence is on Broadway, 
near Cottage avenue. He spends his 
entire time almost in the tower and is 
seldom at home. 

Officials of the Water Department say 
that the lights on the tower were shin- 
ing Friday night and that thelr not 
being lighted’ could not have heen the 
cause of the accident.

“Mr. Roosevelt is the apostle of the 
strenuous life. There never was a bet- 
ter time to give Congress and the coun- 
try an exhibition of strenuous life. 
This is the opportunity of his career. 
The politicians are exulting in the be- 
lief that they hold him safe. Let him 
show that he is the champion of the 
people by demanding that they be re- 
lieved from the tariff burden; that the 
cost of living be lowered; that excess- 
ive duties be reduced and unnecessary 
duties be removed."’ 


The Sun thinks them ‘‘wasted tears,” 
shed by uninvited defenders of John D. 
Rockefellcr, it says in part: ‘‘Moreover, 
according to Baptist doctrine, professed- 
ly believed by Mr. Rockefeller, there 
will come an accounting at the day of 
judgment, and not even a thousand mlil- 
lions of money will help out a man 
there. Lazarus the beggar rested in 
Abraham's bosom in heaven, but Dives 
went to hell.

The Times says: “If there is any pub- 
lic opinion there to be shocked by the 
occasional burning up of a live patient, 
not much will be likely to be heard of it 
till the fever panic is abated. Reports 
of such occurrences, even when the 
‘cane’ is completely surmised to be dead, 
are arewsome reading. but they suggest 
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no corment likely to change the ways 
in yellow fever times. The pestilence 
which walketh in darkness and in light 
as well treats the shadow of eset 
and it is, perhaps, not to be wondered 
that threatened communities have their 
heads turned by it. But they ought to 
investigate conditions much more 
searchingly before they burn any 
more patients. 

“Merely to conjecture that they were 
dead when the crematory fires wrapped 
around them is not enough to satisfy an 
enlightened public conscience. There 
should be a much more higher degree ot 
certainty about it than there seems to 
have been in the case at Morgan City.”
